THE PUNJAB REORGANISATION (CHANDIGARH AND HIMACHAL PRADESH) 
(ADAPTATION OP LAWS ON CONCURRENT AND STATE SUBJECTS) 

ORDER, 1967. 

O.SJft. 225.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 89 of the Punjab 
Reorganisation Act, 1980 (31 of 1966), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following Order, namely:— 

1. (1) This Order may be called the Punjab Reorganisation (Chandigarh 
and Himachal Pradesh) (Adaptation of Law* on Concurrent and State 
Subjects) Order, 1967- 

(2) It shall be deemed to have come Into force on the 1st day of November, 
I960 

2 In Its application to the Union territories of Chandigarh and Himachal 
Pradesh, the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 (4 of 1939) shall, until altered, 
repealed or amended by a competent Legislature or other competent 
authority, have effect subject to the adaptations and modifications 
specified in the Schedule to this Order- 
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The Schedule 

In the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 (4 of 1939),— 

(1) after section 29A, the following section shall be Inserted, namely:— 

*‘29B. Transitional provision regarding assignment of fresh registration 
mark on account of Punjab reorganisation.— Where a motor vehicle 
registered In the State of Punjab before the 1st November, 19(16. ho* 
been assigned a registration mark, which, by reason of tty: reorgantso* 
tion of that State under the Punjab Reorganisation Act. 1966 (31 of 
1966), has reasod on that day to be In accordance with the 
Schedule, *ien, notwithstanding anything contained In sub-section (1) 
of section 29, the owner of the vehicle shall, within a period of twelve 
months from that day, apply to the registering authority within 
whbse jurisdiction the vehicle then is, for the assignment of a new 
registration mark and shall present the certificate of registration to 
that, registering authority; and thereupon, the other provisions of 
section 29 shall apply to the vehicle as they apply to a motor vehicle 
on removal from one State to another State,’’; 

(2) in the Sixth Schedule, after the entry relating to “West Bengal”, the follow¬ 
ing entry shall be inserted, namely:—
